Somewhere 
ewer the Pacific, I began to quiet myself and realise that, most of all, 
I was insecure— here was a wonderful opportunity to learn a ne-«r culture, 
a new skill, a new lifestyle, and all X could thiik of v?is my shortcc** 
ings. ' 

The pragmatics of the suraawr, I must admit, did often distract ate* 
When I was told by phon$, two wefcks after I arrived in Nagasaki, that ray 
dad had had quadruple-bypass open-heart surgery, I was something of a aoraj- 
bie for three or four days* Fear about finances was a slight but flagging 
concern towards the end of the trip, and I m still ill at ease with ay 
nsw surroundings here in Texas* But the prayers of God 's people, in two

Unite-! States — existing on an aggregate usable living area less than that 
of Connecticut. Is? it any wonder, friend, that Interpersonal relations 
are paramount in Japanese society? 

And yet this is a people who do not w ant to be known. They know about 
Western hang-ups over Japanese "inscrutability", and they seem satisfied 
not to relieve them at all. For centuries the Japanese ar chape lag© (and 
they can never be thought of as anything but an island people) held .£UQQ 
person of Japanese descent, End virtually no one <»lse.

Consider the example of energy, U<.S« air ~cond i t lone r s alone consun® 
as much energy as does* the entire nation of China with its 800 million 
people. On a per capita basis we use twice the energy that West Germany 
does and three times that of Japan. Turning down our thermostats and 
driving lesn may have an integrity of their own,' but even if widely prac-l 
tlced they are not apt to cut back on energy wa^te. To be effective. I 
energy conservation must result from carefully designed notional policy,*' 
have the force of law, and be applied to the nation as a whole. We neea s 
then, to move from the personal to the public realm on such a matter. 

The waste of food in the United States provides an almost endless list 
of horrors that, in turn, suggest ways in which we could conserve person* 
ally on this precious commodity, Each U.T, citizen consumes on the aver- 
age about 1,350 pounds of grain per year, compared to *fC0 pounds in poor 
countries, mainly because we consume most of ours indirectly as meat and 
dairy products . According to the Department of Agriculture, in December 
197k- the average pound of edible beef in this country represented seven 
pounds of grain. As a result the idea of "eating lower on the food 
chain'* by cutting back on grain-fed rteat molten sense, but doing so does 
net automatically transfer food to hungry people. The grain "saved* may 
be sold to fee Russian livestock or simply not planted next year by farsa 
ers who are worried about low prices. Food will reach hungry people onl. 
if government policies see to its proper production and distribution, so 
an adiustment in eating habits without responsible citizenship may j,t s - 
scribe failure and hurt family farmers, 

Adopting a more modest style of life can be a powerful witness in the 
struggle against hunger, if efforts to change public policy accompany it. 
Unfortunately too many people attracted to a life-style approach want to 
stop there. Life -style changes appeal as immediate, personal responses., 
Eut they can also lull us with a false sense of fulfillment. Mot having 
a television set because most people in the world do not have one, or 
net using sheet:; on our beds because few of the world's poor can affcrd 
them, can be morally satisfying. Unless such actions are accompanied by 
more positive steps, however, they nay do nothing more than put people 
out of worl-. 

The appeal that is primarily needed is not Tor less personal consump- 
tion, but for a greater share of per capita U,'', growth. Therefore th* 
most important sacrifice that readers of this book can moke is the sacri- 
fice of their time and energy to change public policy. A life-style 
adjustment 'nay be useful, but detached from attempts to influence govern- 
ment policy it tends to be an ineffective gesture. Our sense of steward- 
ship must become sufficiently large to include both.
